Berlin, Dec. 7.—The reichstag Mon­ 
day began the debate upon the first 
reading of the government’s naval bill. 
The imperial chancellor, Prince Hoh- 
enlohe, made a statement on the sub­ 
ject, saying: 
“We absolutely require an efficient 
navy to maintain the position created 
for us by the army. This conviction 
has gained ground with very large sec­ 
tions of the population, and I declare, 
in the name of the federated govern­ 
ments, that they consider as an imper­ 
ative necessity that the navy should be 
fixed by legislative enactment. 
The 
bill, it is true, demands a certain sac­ 
rifice from the reichstag, but by its 
adoption the hands of the government 
will also be tied. The idea of a policy 
of adventure is far from the thoughts 
of the government as is any intention 
of rivalry with the great maritime pow­ 
ers. 
If we desire to secure a position 
in the concert of powers, which we 
must have, a fleet of modest dimen­ 
sions will be adequate. 
I ask you to 
adopt the bill for the welfare of the 
fatherland.”

Following is the full text of President 
McKinley’s message to Congress, which 
met Monday: 
To the Senate and House of Represen- I 
tatives: It gives me pleasure to extend 
greeting to the LV th congress^ assembled

service. 
The ex tra session 
of 
this congress, 
which closed July last, enacted important 
legislation, and while its full effect has 
not yet been realized, what it has already 
accomplished assures us of its timeliness 
and wisdom. To test its permanent value 
further time will be required and the peo­ 
ple, satisfied with its operation and re­ 
sults thus far, are in no mind to w ith­ 
hold from it a fair trial. 


F in a n c e Q u e stio n N e x t. 
Tariff legislation having been settled by | 
the extra session of congress, the ques- j 
tion next pressing for consideration is 
th at of the currency. The work of put­ 
ting our finance upon a sound basis, dif­ 
ficult as it may seem, will appear easily 
when we recall the financial operations 
of th e government since 1866. On the 30th 
day of June of that year we had out­ 
standing demand liabilities in the sum of 
$728,868,447.41. On the 1st of January, 1879, 
these liabilities had been reduced to $443,- 
889,495.88. Of our interest-bearing obliga­ 
tions the figures are even more striking. 
On July I, 1S66, the principal of the inter­ 
est-bearing debt of the government was 
$2,332,331,208. On the 1st day of July. 1893, 
this sum had been reduced to $585,037,100. 
or an aggregate reduction of $1,747,294,108. 
The interest-bearing debt of the United 
States on the 1st day of December, 1897, 
was $847,365,620. 
The government mono? 
now’ outstanding (December I) consists of 
$346,681,016 of United States notes. $107,793.- 
280 of treasury notes, issued by authority 
of the law’ of 1890: $384,963,503 of silver cer­ 
tificates and $61,280,761 of standard silver 
dollars. 
W ith the great resources of the govern­ 
m ent and with the honorable example of 
the past before us, we ought not to hes­ 
itate to enter upon a currency revision 
which will m ake our demand obligations 
less onerous to the government and re­ 
lieve our financial laws from ambiguity 
and doubt. The brief review of w hat was 
accomplished from the close of the w ar 
to 1893 makes unreasonable and ground­ 
less any distrust either of our financial 
ability or soundness: while the situation 
from 1893 to 1897 must admonish congress 
of the immediate necessity of so legis­ 
lating as to make tile return of the con­ 
ditions then prevailing impossible. 


M an y P la n s A re P roposed* 
There are many plans proposed as a 
remedy for the evil. 
Before w’e can find 
the true remedy we m ust appreciate the 
real evil. 
It is not that our currency of 
every kind is not good, for every dollar 
of it is good; good because the govern­ 
m ent’s pledge is out to keep it so. and 
that pledge will not be broken. 
How­ 
ever, the guaranty of our purpose to 
keep the pledge will be best shown by 
advancing toward its fulfillment. The evil 
of the present system is found in the 
great cost to the government of m ain­ 
taining the parity of our different forms 
of money—th at is, keeping all of them at 1 
par with gold. 
We 
surely 
cannot be 
longer heedless of tile burden this im­ 
poses Upon the people, even under fairly 
prosperous conditions, while the last four 
years have dem onstrated that it is not 
only an expensive charge upon the gov­ 
ernment, but a dangerous menace to the 
national credit. 
It is manifest that we 
m ust devise some plan to protect the gov­ 
ernm ent against bond issues for repeated 
redemptions. W e must either curtail the 
opportunity for speculation, made easy 
by the multiplied redemptions of our de­ 
mand obligations, or increase the gold re­ 
serve for their 
redemption. 
We 
have 
$900,000,000 of currency which the govern­ 
ment by solemn enactm ent lias under­ 
taken to keep at par with gold. 
Nobody 
is obliged to redeem in gold but the gov­ 
ernment. 
The banks are not required to 
redeem in gold. The government is obliged 
to keep equal with gold all its outstand­ 
ing currency and coin obligations, w’hile 
its 
receipts 
are 
not 
required 
to 
be 
paid 
in 
gold. 
They 
are 
paid 
in 
every 
kind 
of 
money 
but 
gold, and the only means by which the 
government can with certainty get gold is 
by borrowing. 
It can get it in no other- 
w ay when it most needs it. 
The govern­ 
ment without any fixed gold revenue is 
pledged to 
m aintain 
gold 
redemption, 
which it has steadily and faithfully done, 
and which under the authority now given 
it will continue to do. 


G o ld , M u st R e 
R e p le n ish e d . 
The law’ which requires the government 
afte r havirwg redeemed its United States 
notes to pay them out again as current 
funds demands a constant replenishment 
of the gold reserve. 
This is especially 
so in times of business panic and when 
the revenues are insufficient to meet tile 
expenses of the government. 
At such 
times the government has no other way 
to supply its deficit and m aintain redemp­ 
tion but through the increase of its bond­ 
ed debt, as during the adm inistration of 
my predecessor, when $262,315,400 of four- 
and a half per cent bonds wrere issued 
and sold and the proceeds used to pay the 
expenses of the government in excess of 
the revenues and sustain the gold reserve. 
While it is true that the greater part of 
the proceeds of these bonds were used to 
supply deficient revenue, a considerable 
portion was required to m aintain th ? gold 
reserve. 
With our revenues equal to our 
expenses there would be no deficit re­ 
quiring the issuance of bonds. But if the 
gold reserve falls below’ $100,000,000. how- 
wili it be replenished except by selling 
more bonds ? 
Is there any other w-ay 
practicable under existing law? The seri­ 
ous question then is, shall we continue 
the policy th at has been pursued in the 
past—th at is, when the gold reserve reach­ 
es the point of danger issue more bonds 
and supply the needed gold, or shall we 
provide other means to prevent these re­ 
curring drains upon the gold reserve? If 
no fu rth er legislation is had and the pol­ 
icy of selling bonds is to be continued, 
then congress should give the secretary 
of the treasury authority to sell bonds at 
long or short periods, bearing a less rate 
of interest than is now authorized by law. 
I earnestly recommend, as soon as the 
receipts of the government are quite suffi­ 
cient to pay all the expenses of the gov­ 
ernment that, when any of the United 
States notes are presented for redemption 
in gold and are redeemed in gold such 
notes shall be kept and set apart, and 
only paid out in exchange for gold. This 
is an obvious duty. 


T o M a in ta in th e R e se rv e .

ous efforts of the successive peninsular 
governments to suppress ii.

now, the government of the United States 
testified its grave concern and offered its 
aid to put an end to bloodshed in Cuba. 
The overtures made by Gen. Grant were 
refused and the war dragged on, entailing 
great loss of life and treasure and in­ 
creased injury to American interests, be­ 
sides throwing enhanced burdens of neu­ 
trality on the government. 
In 1878 peace 
was brought about by the truce of Zan- 
jon, obtained by 
negotiations 
between 
.the Spanish commander, 
Martinez 
de 
Campos, and the insurgent leaders. 
The present insurrection broke out in 
February. 1895. 
It is not my purpose at 
this time to recall its remarkable in­ 
crease or to characterize its tenacious re­ 
sistance, against 
tile 
enormous 
forces 
massed against it by Spain. 
The revolt 
and the efforts to subdue it carried des­ 
truction to every quarter of the island, 
developing wide proportions and defying 
the efforts of Spain for its suppression. 
The civilized code of w ar has been dis­ 
regarded. no less so by the Spaniards 
than by the Cubans 
The existing conditions cannot but till 
this government and the American peo­ 
ple with the gravest apprehension. There 
is no desire on the part of our people 
to profit by the misfortunes of Spain. We 
have only the desire to see the Cubans 
prosperous and contented, enjoying that 
measure of self-control which is 
the 
inalienable right of man, protected 
in 
their right to reap the benefit of the ex­ 
haustless treasures of their country. 
The offer made by my predecessor In 


while g u i d in g Spanish sovereignty. 
This, it is claimed, will result in invest­ 
ing Cuba with a distinct personality: the 
island to be governed by an executive and 
by a local council of chamber, reserving 
to Spain the control of the foreign rela­ 
tions, the arm y and navy and the judi­ 
cial administration. 
To accomplish this 
the present government proposes to modi­ 
fy existing legislation by decree, leaving 
the Spanish fortes, with the aid of Cu­ 
ban senators and deputies, to solve the 
economic problem and properly distribute 
the existing debt. 
In the absence of a declaration of the 
measures that this government proposes 
to take in carrying out its proffer of good 
offices it suggests that Spain be left free 
to conduct m ilitary operations and grant 
political reforms, while the United States, 
for its part, shall enforce its neutral ob­ 
ligations and cut off the assistance which 
it is asserted the insurgents receive from 
this country. 
The supposition of an indefinite prolon­ 
gation of the w ar is denied. 
It is assert­ 
ed that the western provinces are w’ell- 
nigh reclaimed; that the planting of cane 
and tobacco therein has been resumed and 
that by force of arm s and new and am ­ 
ple reforms very early 
and 
complete 
pacification is hoped for.

The immediate amelioration of exist­ 
ing conditions under the new adm inistra­ 
tion of Cuban affairs is predicted .and 
therewithal the disturbance and all oc­ 
casion for any change of attitude on the 
part of the United States.

as Spain understands them is presented, 
with an apparent disposition to charge us 
with failure in this regard.

The cruel policy of concentration was 
initiated F ebruary 16. 1896. 
The produc­ 
tive districts controlled by the Spanish 
armies were depopulated. 
The agricul­ 
tural inhabitants 
were 
herded in and 
about the garrison towns, their lands laid 
waste and their dwellings destroyed. This 
policy of the late cabinet of Spain was 
justified as a necessary measure of war 
and as a means of cutting off supplies 
from the insurgents. It has utterly failed 
as a w ar measure. 
It was not civilized 
warfare. It was extermination. 
Against this abuse of the rights of war 
I have felt constrained on repeated occas­ 
ions to enter the firm and earnest protest 
of this government. There w’as much of 
public condemnation of the treatm ent of 
American citizens by alleged illegal a r­ 
rests and long 
imprisonment 
aw aiting 
trial or pending protracted judicial pro­ 
ceedings. 
I felt it my first duty to make instant 
demand for the release or speedy trial of 
all American citizens under arrest. Before 
the change of the Spanish cabinet in Oc­ 
tober last, twenty-two prisoners, citizens 
of the United States, had been given their 
freedom 
F or the relief of our own citizens suf­ 
fering because of the conflict the aid of 
congress was sought in a special mes­ 
sage. and under 
the 
appropriation of 
April 4, 1897, effective aid has been given 
to American citizens in Cuba, m any of 
them at their own request having been 
returned to the United States. 
TI:© instructions given to our new m in- 


w’ith a substitution of commanders must 
come a change of the past system of war- 
fare for one in harmony with a new pol­ 
icy w h ic h shall no longer aim to drive the 
Cubans to the “horrible alternative of 
taking to the thicket or succumbing in 
misery” ; that reforms must be institut­ 
ed in accordance with the needs and cir­

Suffering Ended 
in 
Peace at Three 
O’clock—Held the Office of County 
Clerk and Also Clerk of the Muni­ 
cipal 
Court—A Sketch 
of 
His 
Life. 


After months of suffering William 
F. Williams closed his eyes in death at 
3 o'clock this it f carcoon. 
In all parts 
of Rock county this news will come as 
a blow although Mr. Williams’ critical 
conc Ilion had beeD fully realized. 
Death resulted from a complication 
of diseases. 
A spinal injury suffered 
during the war is believed to have 
been ihe foundation. 
Mr. Williams’ 
health has not been good for years but 
his unflagging energy forbade him to 
take the rest that many in his position 
would have felt to be inevitable. Only 
when utterly unable to remaiu at his 
desk did he give up his 
position 
as 
clerk 
of the 
municipal 
court 
about six months ago. 
During the 
summer he failed steadily, but as cool 
weather came on seemed 
to 
gain 
strength. For two months, however. 
a steady weakening has been appar­ 
ent. 
It Jias been apparent for several 
days that the end was near and Sun­ 
day he lapsed into unconsciousness. 
From that time on he 
recognized 
nobody. He passed away without a 
struggle, his sufferings having ended 
days before. 


B orn In N ew York. 
Mr. Williams was born in New York 
state May 13, 1841. 
He came with 
his parents to Racine in 1854. in 1856 
the family took a farm near Darien 
and in 1859 located on a farm near 
Evansville. 
Mr. Williams enlisted in September. 
1801. as a member cf 
Company D. 
Toirteenth Wisconsin, his father serv- 
irg in the Thirty-third, bis brother. E. 
S. Williams, in the Second Wisconsin. 
Gilbert aud John Williams in the 
Thirteenth, and George T. Williams in 
th e T h iid wisconsin Cavalry. 
W. F. 
Williams served until Sep­ 
tember 
17, 1803. when he was dis­ 
charged on account cf 
physical disa­ 
bility. resultirg from service in the 
field. 
He came back from the south­ 
ern battle fields weighing but 971 
pounds.

For two winters Mr. Williams was a 
student in the Evansville seminary; 
then after a season on che farm, he 
went west as a railroad contractor. 
Returning to Evansville in 1870. he 
was appointed street commissioner, 
and f yr two years handled the mail 
route from Evansville to Edgerton. He 
served as marshal and street commis­ 
sioner for five years; was deputy sher­ 
iff for years, village clerk for two 
years, fire warden for five years, aud 
sexton for four years 
His efficiency 
in the discharge c f all hie public du 
ties, led to his election as county clerk 
in 1880, and he was twice re-elected. 


A V igilan t P ublic Servant. 
Vigilant in his care for the county 
interests and unswerving in bis per­ 
sonal integrity, he was one cf the 
most valuable officials the county has 
ever had 
During much cf the time since the 
expiration of his term cf county clerk 
he bas been clerk of the municipal 
court. 
Mr. Williams was united 
in mar­ 
riage with Miss Ellen J. Ballard De­ 
cember 27, 1800. 
His wife and one 
daughter. Mi s. H. F. Lincoln, survive 
him. He also leaves two brothers, E. 
8. Williams now in Wash.ngton and 
Jay Williams of this city. 
Mr. Williams was a Mason and a 
member of the G. A. R. Arrangements 
for his Juneral have not been com­ 
pleted but the interment will be in 
Evansville.

At the sa mo 
time, it has been repeatedly asserted that 
in no event could the entity of Hawaiian 
statehood cease by the passage of the 
islands under the domination or influence 
of another power than the United States. 
Under these circumstances the logic

events required that annexation, hereto­ 
fore offered, but declined, should in the j 
ripeness of time come about as the nat- J 
ural result of the strengthening ties that I 
bind us to those islands, and he realized 
by the free will of the Hawaiian state. 
That treaty was 
unanimously 
ratified 
without am endm ent by the senate 
and 
president of the republic of Hawaii on 
the 10th of September last, and 
only , 
aw aits the favorable action of the Am- 


In te rn a tio n a l A rb itration 
International 
arbitration 
cannot 
be 
omitted from the list of subjects claim­ 
ing our consideration. 
Events have only 
served to strengthen the general views on 
this question expressed in my inaugural 
address. 
The best sentiment of the civ­ 
ilized world is moving toward the settle­ 
ment of differences between nations w ith­ 
out resorting to tile horrors of war. T re at­ 
ies embodying these humane principles 
on broad lines without in any way im­ 
periling our interests or our honor shall 
have my constant encouragement. 


R 'so u rc es o f th e N avy. 
The present immediately effective force 
of the navy consists of four battleships 
of the first class, two of the second and 
forty-eight other vessels, ranging from 
armored cruisers to torpedo boats. There 
are under construction live battleships of 
the first class, sixteen torpedo boats and 
one submarine boat.

treaty has wisely relegated to the con­ 
gress. 


R eco m m en d ! a C onfirm ation. 
If the treaty Is confirmed, as every con­ 
sideration of dignity and honor requires, 
the wisdom of congress will see to it that 


congress provide this armor, as until then 
the ships are of no lighting value. 
The 
present naval force, especially in view* of 
its increase by the ships now' under con­ 
struction. while not as large as that of a 
few other powers, Is a formidable force; 
its vessels are the very best of each type; 
and with the increase that should be 
made to it from time to time in the fu­ 
ture, aud careful attention to keeping it 
in a high state of efficiency and repair, it 
is well adapted to the necessities of the 
country. 
The great increase of the navy 
which has taken place in recent years was 
justified by the requirements for nat onal 
defense and has received public appro- 
avoiding abrupt assimilation of elements batlon. 
The time has now arrived, how- 
perhaps hardly yet fitted to share in the 
highest franchises of citizenship, and hav­ 
ing due regard lo the geographical condi­ 
tions, the most just provisions for self- 
rule in local m atters with the largest 
political liberties as an integral part of 
our nation will be accorded to the H a ­ 
waiians. No less is due to a people who, 
after nearly five years of demonstrated 
capacity to fulfill the obligations of self­ 
governing statehood, come of their own 
free will to merge their destinies in our 
body politic. 


A k to B im e ta llic A g reem en t. 
Under the provisions of the act of con­ 
gress approved March 3, 1897, for the pro­ 
motion of an international agreement re­ 
specting bimetallism. I appointed on the 
14th day of April, 1897, the Hon. Edward 
O. Wole 
of Colorado, tho Hon. Adlai 
E. Stevenson of Illinois and the Hon. 
Charles J. Paine of M assachusetts as spe­ 
cial’ envoys lo represent 
the 
United 
States. They have been diligent in their 
efforts to secure 
the 
co-operation of 
European countries in the international 
settlement of the question, but up to this 
time have not been able to secure an 
agreem ent contemplated by their mission. 
The gratifying action of our great sis­ 
ter republic of France in joining this 
country in tin* attem pt to bring about an 
agreem ent among the principal commercial 
nations of Europe whereby a fixed and 
relative value between gold and silver 
shall be secured furnishes assurance th at 
we are not alone among the larger na­ 
tions of the wrorld in realizing the inter­ 
national character of the problem and in 
the desire of reaching some wise and 
practical solution of it. 
The British government has published a 
resume of the steps taken jointly by the 
French am bassador in London and the 
special envoys of the United States, with 
whom our am bassador a t London {actively 
co-operated in the presentation of this 
subject to her m ajesty’s government. This 
will be laid before congress. Our special 
envoys have not made their final report, 
as further negotiations between the rep­ 
resentatives of this government and the 
governments of other countries are pend­ 
ing and in contemplation. 
They believe 
th at doubts which have been raised in 
certain quarters respecting the position 
of m aintaining the stability of the parity 
between the m etals 
and kindred ques­ 
tions may yet be solved by further ne­ 
gotiations. 
Meanwhile it gives me satisfaction to 
state th at the special envoys have al­ 
ready demonstrated their ability and fit­ 
ness to deal with the subject, and it is 
to be earnestly hoped that their labors 
may result in an international agreem ent 
which will bring about the recognition of 
both gold and silver as money upon such 
term s and with such safeguards as wdll 
secure the use of both m etals upon a 
basis which shall work no injustice to 
any class of our citizens. 


W ork on R even u e P rovisions. 
In order to execute as early as possible 
ihe provisions of the third and fourth sec­ 
tions of the revenue aer approved July 24, 
1897, I appointed the Hon. John A. K as­ 
son of Iowa a special commissioner plen­ 
ipotentiary to undertake the requisite ne­ 
gotiations with foreign countries desir­ 
ing to avail themselves of these provis­ 
ions. The negotiations are now proceed­ 
ing with several governments, both E u r­ 
opean and American. 
It is believed th at by a careful exercise 
of the powers conferred by that act some 
grievances of our own and of other coun­ 
tries in our mutual trade relations may 
be either removed or largely alleviated, 
and th at the volume of our commercial 
exchanges m ay be enlarged, with Advant­ 
age to both contracting parties. Most de­ 
sirable from every standpoint of national 


ever, when this increase, to which the 
country is committed, should, for a time, 
take the form of increased facilities com­ 
m ensurate with the increase of our n a­ 
val vessels. It is an unfortunate fact that 
there is only one dock on the Pacific coast 
capable of docking our largest ships, and 
only one on the Atlantic coast, and that 
the latter has for the last six or seven 
months been under repair, and therefore 
incapable of use. Immediate steps should 
be taken to provide three or four docks 
of this capacity on the Atlantic coast, at 
least one on the Pacific coast anil a Moat­ 
ing dock on the gulf. This is the recom­ 
mendation of a very competent board, ap­ 
pointed to investigate the subject. There 
should also be ample provision made for 
powder and projectiles, and other m uni­ 
tions of war, and for an increased num ­ 
ber of officers and enlisted men. 
Some 
additions are also necessary to our navy 
yards for the repair ami care of our 
larger number of vessels. 
As there are 
no\f on the stocks five battleships of the 
largest class, which cannon be completed 
for a year or two, I concur wdth the rec­ 
ommendation 
of the secretary of the 
navy for an appropriation authorizing the 
construction of one battleship for the 
Pacific coast, where at present there is 
only one In commission and one under 
construction, while on the Atlantic coast 
there are three in commission and four 
under construction; 
and also that sev­ 
eral torpedo boats be authorized in con­ 
nection with our general system of coast 
defense. 


A lask a R eq uires 
A tten tio n . 
The territory of Alaska requires 
the 
prompt and early attention of congress. 
The conditions now existing demand m a­ 
terial changes in the laws relating to 
the territory. 
The great influx of popu­ 
lation during the past summer and fall 
and the prospect of a still larger Immi­ 
gration in the spring wdll not permit us 
to longer neglect the extension of civil 
authority within the territory or post­ 
pone the establishment of a more thor­ 
ough government. 
A general system of public surveys has 
not been extended to Alaska and all en­ 
tries thus far made in that district are 
upon special surveys. 
The act of con­ 
gress extending to Alaska 
the 
mining 
lawTs of the United States contained the 
reservation that it should not be con­ 
strued to put in force the general land 
laws of the country. By an act approved 
March 3, 1891, authority was given for 
entry of lands for town site purposes 
and also for the purchase of not exceed­ 
ing 16u acres then or thereafter occupied 
for purposes of trade and manufacture. 
The purpose of congress as thus far ex- 


States court for the district of N ebraska 
on the 1st and 2d of November of this 
year.

The sale of this road was originally ad­ 
vertised for November 4. but for the pur­ 
pose of securing tin* utm ost'public notice 
of the event it was postponed until De­ 
cember 16, alai a second advertisement of 
the sale was made. 
By decree of the 
court the upset price on the sale of the 
K ansas Pacific will yield to the govern­ 
ment the sum of $2,500,000 over all prior 
liens, costs and charges, 
lf no other or 
better bill is made this sum is all that 
the government will receive on its claim 
of nearly $13,000,000. The government has 
no information as to whether there will 
be other bidders or a better bid than the 
minimum 
amount 
herein 
stated. 
The 
question presented therefore is whether 
the government shall, under the author­ 
ity given it by the act of March 3, 1887. 
purchase or redeem the road in the event 
that a bid is not made by private parties 
coveting the entire government claim. 


H ow IC M ust Q u alify. 
To qualify the government to bid at the 
sale will require a deposit of $900,000, as 
follows: 
In the government cause $500.- 
000 and in each of the first 
mortgage 
causes $200,000. and in the latter the de- 
posii must be in cash. 
Payment at the 
sale is as follows: 
Upon the acceptance 
of the bid. a sum which the amount al­ 
ready deposited shall equal 15 per cent of 
the bld; the balance in installments th ir­ 
ty, forty and fifty days after the con­ 
firmation of the sale. 
The lien on the 
K ansas Pacific prior to that of the gov­ 
ernment on July 30. 1897. principal and 
interest, 
amounted 
to $7,281,048.11. 
The 
government, therefore, should it become 
the highest bidder, will have to pay the 
am ount of lite first mortgage lien. 
I believe that under the act of 1887 it 
has the authority to do this, and in ab 
sence of any action by congress. I shall 
direct the secretary of the treasury to 
make the necessary deposit as required 
by the court’s decree to qualify as a bid­ 
der and to bid at the sale a sum which 
will at least equal the principal of the 
debt due to the government; 
but sug­ 
gest, in order to remove all controversy, 
that an amendment of the law be im­ 
mediately passed explicitly giving such 
powers and 
appropriating 
in 
general 
term s whatever sum is sufficient there­ 
for. 
In so im portant a m atter as the govern­ 
ment becoming tile possible owner of rail­ 
road property, which It perforce m ust 
conduct and operate. I feel constrained to 
lay before congress these facts for its 
consideration and action before the con­ 
summation of the sale. It is clear to my 
mind that the government should not 
permit the property to be sold at a price 
which will yield less than one-half of the 
principal of its debt and less than one- 
fifth of its entire debt, principal and in­ 
terest. 
But whether 
the 
government 
ra th e r than accept less than Its claim 
should become a bidder and thereby the 
owner of the property, I submit to con­ 
gress for action.
